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DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Arguments 

1 . Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 42-47 and 52-57 have been 
considered but are moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection. 

35 USC § 112 

2. Claims 42 and 45 invoke 35 U.S.C. 1 1 2 sixth paragraph by meeting the 
limitations set forth in the three prong test specified in MPEP 21 81 . Regarding claims 
42 and 45, the means for generating at least one piece of label information is 
considered to read on the controller 19 in Figs. 2 14, and 19 (paragraph [0046]); the 
means for transmitting is considered to read on the transmitter (1) in Fig. 1 ; the means 
for receiving is considered to read on the tuner (10) in Figs. 2, 14, and 19; the means for 
recording is considered to read on the controller (19) (paragraphs [0056]-[0065]); means 
for displaying is considered to read on the controller (19) and the TV set in Figs. 2 14, 
and 19; means for prompting a user to select one of the programs is considered to read 
on the controller (19) and a man-machine interface (21) as shown in the Figures; and 
means for printing is considered to read on the controller (19) and the label printer (22 
or 23) in Figs. 2, 14, and 19. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

3. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 
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(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

4. Claims 42-47 and 52-57 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) as being 
unpatentable over Vogel (U.S. Patent 5,253,066) in view of Hickey (U.S. Patent 
5,475,835). 

Regarding claim 42, Vogel discloses a broadcasting system comprising a 
center apparatus and a terminal apparatus device, wherein said center apparatus 
comprises: means for generating at least one piece of label information (name of 
the program) to be included in program information that is associated with a 
program to be broadcast wherein the at least one piece of label information 
(name of the program) is printable on a recording medium, to record both the 
program and its associated program information, at terminal device (Fig. 4 - list 
of shows to be recorded; col. 7, line 65 - col. 8, line 9 - generating label 
information and printing it, text generator (109) and printer (701) are the means 
for generating label information); and means for transmitting (630) for 
transmitting both the program and its associated program information, including 
the at least one piece of label information for each of the programs (Fig. 5; col. 7, 
lines 49-64 - program information; col. 7, line 65 - col. 8, line 9 - label 
information); and wherein said terminal device comprises: means for receiving 
said program data and said program information for each program (col. 3, lines 
50-66; col. 7, lines 49-64; antennas (1 1 7) and (1 1 6) along with receivers (1 02) 
and (501) are the means for receiving); means for recording said received 
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program data and said received program information related to each program 
(col. 7, lines 49-64 - recorder (504)); means for displaying a program guide of the 
programs including the recorded program information related to the programs 
(Figs. 3 and 4 display the screen for a display which is the means for displaying); 
means for prompting a user to select one of the programs from the displayed 
program guide (col. 7, line 65 - col. 8, line 9; Figs 3 and 4 provide a display 
displaying the program guide information); and means for printing the selected 
piece of label information (program name) on the recording medium (Fig. 7 - 
printer (701 ) is the means for printing; col. 7, line 65 - col. 8, line 9 - printing the 
label). However, Vogel fails to disclose means for prompting a terminal user to 
select, from the at least one piece of label information displayed, a desired piece 
of label information to print on the recording medium, via a man-machine 
interface. 

Referring to the Hickey reference, Hickey discloses a center apparatus 
and a terminal device, wherein means for displaying a list of programs that 
includes program information related to the programs (col. 25, lines 4-8 - the 
label function - the scroll key will scroll all available system media numbers so 
that the media number (and associated title if there is one) for the desired label 
may be left displayed); means for prompting a terminal user to select, from the at 
least one piece of label information displayed, a desired piece of label 
information to print on the recording medium, via a man-machine interface (col.

24, line 67 - col. 25, line 24); and means for printing (Fig. 1 - Label printer (1 9)) 
the selected piece of label information (col. 10, lines 13-15 - label printer). 

Therefore, it would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at 
the time the invention was made to have prompted a terminal user to select, from 
the at least one piece of label information displayed, a desired piece of label 
information to print on the recording medium, via a man-machine interface as 
disclosed by Hickey in the method disclosed by Vogel in order to allow the user 
to customize the label for the recording medium as they desire so that it can be 
quickly recognized by the user as to what is on that recording medium. 

Regarding claim 43, Vogel in view of Hickey discloses all the limitations as 
previously discussed with respect to claim 42 including that the recording 
medium is removable from and attachable to the recording means (Vogel: see 
VCR), and wherein the printing means is adapted to print the selected piece of 
label information on a label or seal adhesive to be put on the recording medium 
(Vogel: col. 7, line 65 - col. 8, line 9; Hickey: col. 10, lines 13-15 - label printer). 

Regarding claim 44, Vogel in view of Hickey discloses all the limitations as 
previously discussed with respect to claim 42 including that the recording 
medium is removable from and attachable to the recording means (Vogel: see 
VCR), and wherein the printing means is adapted to print the selected piece of 
label information directly on said removable recording medium means (Vogel: 
col. 7, line 65 - col. 8, line 9). 
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Regarding claim 45, Vogel discloses a terminal device comprising: means 
for receiving a broadcast program and its associated program information 
broadcast multiplexed with the program (col. 3, lines 50-66; col. 7, lines 49-64; 
antennas (117) and (116) along with receivers (102) and (501) are the means for 
receiving), wherein the program information associated with broadcast program 
comprises at least one piece of label information printable on a recording 
medium to record both the broadcast program and its associated program 
information thereon (col. 3, lines 50-66; col. 7, lines 49-64; col. 7, line 65 - col. 8, 
line 9 - label information); means for recording the received program and its 
associated received program information (col. 7, lines 49-64 - recorder (504)); 
means for displaying the recorded program information associated with the 
recorded program such that the at least one piece of label information included in 
the program information is also displayed (Figs. 3 and 4 display the screen for a 
display which is the means for displaying); means for prompting a user to select 
one of the programs from the displayed program guide (col. 7, line 65 - col. 8, 
line 9; Figs 3 and 4 provide a display displaying the program guide information); 
and means for printing the selected at least piece of label information on the 
recording medium (Fig. 7 - printer (701) is the means for printing; col. 7, line 65 - 
col. 8, line 9 - printing the label). However, Vogel fails to disclose means for 
prompting a terminal user to select, from the at least one piece of label 
information displayed, a desired piece of label information to print on the 
recording medium, via a man-machine interface. 
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Referring to the Hickey reference, Hickey discloses a center apparatus 
and a terminal device, wherein means for displaying a list of programs that 
includes program information related to the programs (col. 25, lines 4-8 - the 
label function - the scroll key will scroll all available system media numbers so 
that the media number (and associated title if there is one) for the desired label 
may be left displayed); means for prompting a terminal user to select, from the at 
least one piece of label information displayed, a desired piece of label 
information to print on the recording medium, via a man-machine interface (col. 
24, line 67 - col. 25, line 24); and means for printing (Fig. 1 - Label printer (1 9)) 
the selected piece of label information (col. 10, lines 13-15 - label printer). 

Therefore, it would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at 
the time the invention was made to have prompted a terminal user to select, from 
the at least one piece of label information displayed, a desired piece of label 
information to print on the recording medium, via a man-machine interface as 
disclosed by Hickey in the device disclosed by Vogel in order to allow the user to 
customize the label for the recording medium as they desire so that it can be 
quickly recognized by the user as to what is on that recording medium. 

Regarding claim 46, grounds for rejecting claim 43 apply for claim 46 in its 
entirety. 

Regarding claim 47, grounds for rejecting claim 44 apply for claim 46 in its 
entirety. 
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Regarding claim 52, Vogel in view of Hickey discloses all the limitations as 
previously discussed with respect to claim 42 including that the recording means 
is adapted to record at least one received program and the program information 
respectively associated with the at least one received program on the recording 
medium (Vogel: col. 7, lines 49-64 - recorder (504)), wherein when a plurality of 
broadcast programs are received by the receiving means, the displaying means 
is adapted to display, information that is recorded on the recording medium 
(Vogel: Figs. 3 and 4 display the screen for a display which is the means for 
displaying; Hickey: col. 25, lines 4-8 - the label function - the scroll key will scroll 
all available system media numbers so that the media number (and associated 
title if there is one)); wherein all the pieces of the label information are included in 
the program information associated with the recorded programs on the recording 
medium, and the prompting means is adapted to prompt the terminal user to 
select, from all the displayed pieces of label information, at least one piece of 
label information desired to be printed on tile recording medium (Vogel: col. 7, 
line 65 - col. 8, line 9; Figs 3 and 4 provide a display displaying the program 
guide information; Hickey: col. 24, line 67 - col. 25, line 24), and wherein the 
printing means is adapted to print the selected piece or pieces of label 
information on the recording medium (Vogel: Fig. 7 - printer (701) is the means 
for printing; col. 7, line 65 - col. 8, line 9 - printing the label; Hickey: col. 10, lines 
13-15 - label printer). 
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Regarding claim 53, Vogel in view of Hickey discloses all the limitations as 
previously discussed with respect to claim 42 including that the at least one piece 
of label information comprises a piece of printable image information 
representing the broadcast program recorded on the recording medium (Vogel: 
Fig. 7 - printer (701) is the means for printing; col. 7, line 65 - col. 8, line 9 - 
printing the label; Hickey: col. 10, lines 13-15 - label printer). 

Regarding claim 54, Vogel in view of Hickey discloses all the limitations as 
previously discussed with respect to claim 42, but fails to disclose that the 
printing means comprises a wireless or wired remote label printer. Official Notice 
is taken that both the concept and advantages of having wireless or wired remote 
label printers are well known in the art. Therefore, it would have been obvious to 
one of ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was made to have used a 
wireless or wired remote label printer in the device disclosed by Vogel in view of 
Hickey in order to print the label for the recording medium from any location. 

Regarding claim 55, grounds for rejecting claim 52 apply for claim 46 in its 
entirety. 

Regarding claim 56, grounds for rejecting claim 53 apply for claim 46 in its 
entirety. 

Regarding claim 57, grounds for rejecting claim 54 apply for claim 46 in its 
entirety.
